(foreword 


The  present  sale  is  the  result  of  Hyman  Kautman's  retirement 
from  the  antique  business,  and  a perusal  of  the  catalogue  will  afford 
an  idea  of  the  extraordinary  number  of  fine  pieces  with  which  he 
tempts  the  prospective  purchaser.  Specifically,  there  are  a shell-carved 
mahogany  highboy  and  a lowboy  attributed  to  Goddard  [Numbers  445  and 
446],  a mahogany  block-front  chest-on-chest  from  Salem  [Number  482], 
an  almost  unique  triple-shell-  or  fan-carved  block-front  desk  [Number  452], 
which  finds  its  counterpart  in  the  example  offered  in  the  Reifsnyder  sale,  and 
the  extremely  rare  block-front  kneehole  desk  with  pilastered  front  and 
turned  feet  [Number  427].  So  much  for  the  furniture  in  what  is  now 
popularly  termed  the  Goddard  style.  To  particularize  here  the  fine  inlaid 
sideboards,  card  tables,  bureaus,  and  secretaries  in  the  Hepplewhite  and 
Sheraton  styles  would  require  pages  of  space.  They  make  an  imposing 
array  and  exemplify  the  best  New  England  cabinetwork  of  this  period. 

Clocks  of  the  long-case,  miniature  long-case,  banjo,  and  ‘kidney-dial’ 
varieties,  some  dating  from  as  early  as  1730,  number  about  thirty  in  all, 
including  examples  bv  the  Willards,  Samuel  Mulliken,  Joshua  Wilder,  and 
Effingham  Embree.  One  grandfather  clock  [Number  318]  has  a fine  shell- 
carved  block-front  case  which  is  attributed  to  Goddard.  A widely  varied 
and  higbly  representative  assortment  of  chairs  includes  claw-and-ball-footed 
and  stretchered  wing  chairs,  inlaid  and  upholstered  Martha  Washington 
chairs,  set  of  Queen  Anne,  Chippendale,  and  Sheraton  chairs,  and  inciividual 
examples  from  Philadelphia  and  Rhode  Island. 

The  bulk  of  this  furniture  is  what  is  popularly  termed  “in  the  rough”. 
This,  collectors  will  agree,  is  an  important  feature,  as  painful  experience 
has  taught  that  a refinished  piece  is  more  often  a snare  for  the  unwary  than 
a victim  of  poor  judgment.  And  yet,  painful  as  is  one’s  reaction  toward  a 
piece  which  has  suffered  this  vandalism,  no  less  disturbing  is  the  common 
enough  spectacle  of  an  elegant  interior  harboring  Colonial  furniture  show- 
ing the  grubby  patina  acquired  by  long  years  of  obscurity  in  a New  England 
attic.  It  is  a sad  fact  that  overemphasis  of  the  significance  of  this  condition 
as  a criterion  of  authenticity  deprives  many  of  the  full  enjoyment  of  their 
treasures,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a wider  realization  of  this  fact  will  find 
the  care  of  early  American  furniture  pursuing  an  intelligent  course,  namely. 


the  use  of  soap  and  water  to  remove  dirt,  and  of  a simple  furniture  wax 
to  create  patina. 

American  and  English  silver,  American,  English,  and  Chinese  ceramics, 
Battersea  enamels,  miniatures,  pewter,  glass,  and  hooked  rugs  make  up  the 
balance  of  the  sale  and  provide  a number  of  agreeable  surprises  to  the 
seeker  after  objects  with  historical  association  and  sentimental  interest. 
This  particularly  applies  to  the  Edward  Webb  silver  paten  [Number  404], 
formerly  owned  by  Governor  Wentworth  of  New  Hampshire,  the  fine  pair 
of  Eiverpool  marine  and  Masonic  pitchers  [Number  203],  and  the  portrait 
by  Thomas  Sully  of  his  three  children  [Number  414]  which  was  formerly 
in  the  possession  of  Doctor  Minot,  Sully’s  physician. 

The  diminishing  frequency  of  fine  Americana  auction  sales  tells  its  own 
story,  compelling  the  thought  that  the  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when 
museums  and  permanent  private  collections  \vill  have  absorbed  all  that  is 
meritorious  in  this  field. 

The  balance  of  Hyman  Kaufman's  extensive  stock  will  be  sold  at  these 
Galleries  next  fall.
